Was hington, Dee. *2.—t ’ougressman 
Cannou, of Illinois, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations, is not iu 
favor of a river and bill as it will re­ 
quire $21,000,000 the coming year to 
carry on the contracts already begun. 
He said:

I shall opi>ose any such appropriation. 


•‘The $21,000,000 appropriated for 
the current year in the sundry civil 
bill, and the sum, almost equally as 
large, that will have be be put in the 
same bill, this coming saason for con­ 
tract work is about enough for rivers 
and harbors. 


’‘Another river and harbor bill such 
as-we had the last time would be a 
disgrace of the worst kind. For the üs- 
cal year 0l>-7 contracts were 
made 
for which there were no appropria­ 
tions to the 
amount of $75,si(ip4^0. 
o f that amount, $Í>ÍMÜ*<.404 were iu the 
river und harbor bill.
